One word of advice for your amateur radio future: “Software”

Many SCDXC members remember the 1967 movie 
“The Graduate,” where new college grad Benjamin 

Braddock received that fictitious one word of advice 
for his future—‘“plastics.” 


Fast-forward 48 years-- “Software” is unquestionably 
today’s word of advice to new graduates and ham ra- 
dio operators alike, with the Sept. 11-18 HAMCON 
2015 / ARRL 2015 Southwestern Division Convention 
providing more proof. 


ARRL Laboratory Manager Ed Hare, W1RFI, predicted 
at HAMCON 2015’s Sunday breakfast that within 20 
years all amateur transceivers will be software-defined 
radios. In line with HAMCON 2015's theme, “Amateur 
Radio: A Bridge to the Future,” Ed’s talk predicted 
amateur radio technology 10, 20, and 50 years out 
based on technologies already known. 


SDR HT radios too? Noted open-source software ex- 
pert Bruce Perens, K6BP, spoke separately at HAM- 
CON about his project Katena, a fully-programmable 
50-1000 MHz SDR HT using open source code that 
operates in any modulation. 


That “D” in SDR also stands for software “driven” radio 
as shack automation continues growing explosively. 
Imagine software frequency skimmers on all modes 
(not just CW) searching your wide swath of SDR spec- 
trum and being matched against your log for needed 
entities, then notifying your smartphone. You can re- 
turn to your shack’s operating position to work the 
needed DX or do it from your smartphone with an app 
interface including automatic antenna rotation and log- 
ging. OK, we aren't totally there yet...but it’s coming. 


JT-65 and JT-9 digital modes for QRP and weak- 
signals are already entirely computer-driven once the 
QSO starts. FCC rules still require a control operator 
but future QSO’s in other modes might largely be ma- 
chine-to-machine too. 


Software has long been used for propagation model- 
ing. As some might know, the Voice of America’s new 
VOCAP Propagation Planner V2.0 web-based inter- 
face takes things to higher levels. See hitip:// 
www.voacap.com/dx.html and enter your grid square, 
then detailed latest propagation forecasts appear for 
upcoming DXpeditions (a few are shown at right, with 
red and orange band slots being “better” times). 


The VOCAP website predicts propagation by band 


and time of day. For example, you can check right 
now estimated propagation by band and time of day 
for the VKOEK Heard Island DXpedition next March 
before calling to schedule your next doctor appoint- 
ment or visit with the grandkids. Of course, it only 
takes one solar flare to unexpectedly ruin the forecast. 


Yes, “software” is your future one word of advice. ®

QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorsements 
may be checked by an approved DXCC Card 
Checker. This program applies to any DXCC award 
for an individual or station. Awards available can be 
found in Section |: Basic Rules, Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 

Except for 160 meters, cards for all current and de- 
leted entities dating back to November 15, 1945 can 
be checked. Cards for 160 Meters can only be 
checked by card checkers who currently hold an ac- 
tive 160 Meter DXCC. Check out the complete list of 
DXCC 160 Meter Card Checkers.
